A general discussion followed as to what
detalls should be given the architects as to
what the commizsion would reguire in the
way of a bullding. It was de cldid o leave
the slze and shape of the bullding to the
architects, but it was etipulited that there
must be provislen for =everal offices of good
plze. ample toilet accommodations, an  as-
gembly room and sich other aceommodation
asx will make the bullding a headqiarters
for Nebraskans and afford accommodatidne
for the people of other states. [t was algo
agreed that the bullding must compare 1 ot
favorably with the elaborate architcctural
ereations  which will  be erected  on the
grounds by the exposition management,

ACCEPTANCE  OF KOUNTZE PARK.
Park Commisstoners in Poxition
Assist the Exposition.

The acceptance by the eity councll of the
decds conveying Kountze park to the city
completes the trunsuction by which the clty
gits another public park, and enublég the
Board of Park Commissioners to assist the
exposition management in preparing the
ground for the exposition. The new park,
which will be known as Kountze park, con-
talng eleven acres, not Including the streets
surrounding it, or Twentieth etreet, which
phsses through It from north to south, K
forms the center of what will be the malo
court of the exposition and the Board of
Park Commissieners will nedist In beautify-
Ing It to the extent of the fynda at its dis
posal. The board has set aside $30.000, which
it will use for this purpose.

Among the dmprovenments which wil be
made by the Doard of Park Commiasloners
will he the bridges acrcss the lagoon @t
Twentieth gtreet, which will be permanent in
their nature, It belng the Intentlion to retaln
the portion of the lagoon on the park tract
a8 a permanent improvemoent. The artesinn
well on the grodids will also be taken in
chiarge by the board as a means of supplying
the lake with fresh wuter.

The Arch of States, which will form the
main entragce to the expozition, will be eon-
strictod scrors Twentioth street at the south
gide of Kountze park and this will be erected
of permanent matelal by the Board of Park
Commigsioners, Alter the exposition is over
this beautiful arch will remaln as a pey-
manent entrange to the park and as a lend-
mark which may be seen for miles. It will
be conatructed of elther terra cotta or of gray
spndatone, while the coat-of-a:ms of tbhe
states of the union will be In appropriste
cclovg In the [rleze, protected from the sle-
ments by superimposed arches. The Noard of
Park Commisaioners will alsp uassist the ex-
pasitlon management In making any other
Improvements on this piece of ground, the
only Umitation being that the lmprovements
ghall be of a permanent nature.

Captain Foye said  yesterday that he
did not want to assume the positlon of n
critie after defeat, and it was only after
congiderable questioning that he was In-
duced to talk at all in regard to the mapner
in which his company had been treated. He
then merely stated the facts, leaving the
conclusions to he drawn by others,

PHOGRAM NOT PRIVATE.

In regard to the charge that the officers of
the other companies had been allowed to
watch the drill of the Rifles on the first day
of the contest, he gald, "No onz attempted
to contradict the {act, Any one who wanted
to see the drill was allowed to, and if that
was not sufficlent, a complete copy of the
program was printed In one of the local pa-
pers the next morning. The advantage
which this gave the other companies could
only be appreciated by a man who was [a-
miliar with military dreills.”

In regard to the published allusion to a
misinterpretation of the program, Capain
Foye said, “Nothing of the sort occurred.
The Judges continually: interpolated move-
ments whioh were aot down on the program,
and this gave the impression in the gragl
stand that the company wasg not drilling the
program correctly. But the same policy was
fallowed by the Judges in the followlng drills
and It had no effect on the result,

“Nptwithstanding  the advantage . which
was glven the other companies it was the
geaeral opinlon of military men who saw the
drill that the Rifles put up by for the best
drill seen during the contest. The Belknay
Rifles, who were glven first prize. were not
regarded ng even possible prize winners by

those who hag seen all the drills. The bet-
ting was 20 to 1 against them, and
when Lthe declsion of the Judges was an-

ronaced It was roundly hissed by the prople
In the grand stand,
UNFAIRNESS OF JUDGES.

“The action of the judges In regard to the
diseipline prizes was also surprising. It was
conceded that the firet prize would go to
the Thurston Riflee, and the judges even told
them that they had made the maximum per-
centage in thig respect. But they afterward
awarded tho prize to an artillery company
nnd the Thurston Rifles were not even glven
escond place,

“In the Individual drill the prize went to
the Thurston Rifles, malnly because the first
sergeant refuged to stand the manifestly umn,
fale deelsions of the judges. Sergeant Steb-
bins of the Rifles was called out of line by
the judges, but the Rifles made a vigorous
protest, and as the judges were unable to in-
dicate a mistake on hls part, they were
compelled to reinstate him in the ranks.

“In regard to the encampment, ag a whole,
it wes one of the largest that has yet been
held. There were about 2,600 men In the
eamp including several companies of infan-
try, two troops of cavalry and an artillery
company from the regular army. The Omaha
boyas were unable to enjoy any of the soclal
attractione of the drill, 28 they were kept un-
der the most striet camp discipline.  Drills
ond reviews occupied nearly the whole of
every day, and they were unable to leave
camp, exeept on an oceasional Individual
leave of an hour or 80."

Charges on Live Stock to e by the
PFound ITnstend of by the Unr,
fas Has Heen the
Cnstom,.

A ohunge on the part of the weatern rall-
roads In thelr mode of fixing rates on the
ehipment of live stock, for which change
the stock yards here and at other Important
cintere and the stockmen of the transmle-

There will
be an abolltion of the present practice of
cthunreing the shipment of live stock al so

many dollars per carlcad and a conversion

Directly, this & the result of a conference
of freight men of weatern rallroads, which
has been quietly held at Kansas Clty dur-
ing the past two days, Indirectly, It s

conclixlon as to the propesition was reached
and the provecdings were Kept extremely
quiet,

The Kanres City meeting adjourned Tues-
day and the Omaha officials In attendance
reached home yesterday, They state that
the oxaet bazis on which live stock ship-
ments in the transmissourl country will here-
after be made has not yet been agreed upoi,
There are three bases woder consideration
and at another conference of the freight men
ane of these will be determined upon. 1t s
seltled, however, thal live stock rates wlill
herealter be g0 many cents per 100 pounds
instead of =0 many dollars per carload.

For several years many stockmen have
been urging the rallroads to equalize the
frelght charges on cattle ehipped from west-
ern points to South Omaha, Kansas City and

otlie points on the Missourl river, The stock-
men have been backed by the stock yard
companies at these points. About a year

ago an effart was made to in=titute the custom
of chatging by welght, but the effort did
not then meel with success. One of the cop-
tentlons of the stockmen bhag been that the
varying size of frelght cvars has made chargos
by carload [nstead of by welght an unfair
vractiee.  Some of the &tockmen have op-
posed the change, jusisting that to charge by
welght instead of by carload would moan an
lnerente in ralea to them, The peneral
opinien, however, appears to be thst the
change will be for (he best interests of all
concerned.  When pavment s made for every
100 pounds of live stock shipped In from (e

HIDES HIS FACE

OLD SOL TODAY,

Solanr Ecllpse May He Seen
Omnbnns,

Unlesz Nature ehould at the last minute
resalve onr a radical departure from the
svétem which has always governed the unl-
verse, a partial eclipse of the sun will be
vialble In this latltude sometime between
the hours of 7 and 11 o'clock this
moming. While a solar eclipse Is more fre-
quent than a Jupar cclipse, it cannot he
#a¢n from eo large a portion of the carth’s
aurfuce, and consequently 1 more seldom
seen in any partioular locality, The last
solar eclipse of apy magnitude seen in this
latitude was October 20, 1842, and the phe-
nomenon s, therefore, suffclently vnusual to
entitle it o attention.

According to the calculations of astrono-
mers, the eclipse will be visible from avy
part of the Unlted States, o the West In-
illes, Mexico, Central America, the nporth
half of South America, the west osast of
Afriea, and from a conslderable portlon of
the Atlnutic ocean, Obgervers who stand ln
6 belt of possibly twenty-five milea In width,
extending from a polot in the Pacific ocean
about 1,800 miles west of Mexico and passing
eastward through the center of Mexlco and st
ihe northern cosst of Cuba, will aee the
most complete darkeniog of the sun, sod
thut part of the sun which appears to be
covered will devrease as fhe polot of ob-
aervalion b moved northward. In this laud
tuds the eclipse will sppear to cover aboul
the lower half of the sun, and it will proba.
bly last about three hours. The point s
ceases Lo bhe discernible
Is approximately located at the parallel of
a6 degress north latipude,

The phenomenon ls very different from a
lunar ecllipse. The latier s visible from
every polnt on the earth’s surface from
which the moon lta:lf is distingulshable. It
also presents  the same wppearance from
whatever point the observation Is taken,
It & merely the shadow of the earth cast
oy the lunur surface, and ke the ghadow of
A lrec cast oo the side of a building, It
appears exactly the sume from every podnt
of view. Bul o the solur eclipse, the path
of the moon crosses that of the sun, snd
the shadow ks caused by the paseage of the
moon betwesen the sun and the earth. Con-
sequently, the observer must be in the direet
line of the two budies to see the full effect
of the passage

As the moon pavass between the earth and
the aun twice a year, two solar eclijees mus.
oecur every year, and sometimes as mapy
ax four have been olwerved Ip the last
elghteen yearn there are sald to have been
forty-two eclipses of the sun and twenty-
